having plotted a dozen diabolical mur- 
ders under guidance of the stars, Ar- 
thur Covell, nationally-known bed-rid- 
den astrologist, was under arrest here 
Friday night. 

Covell is charged specifically with 
the murder of Mrs. Fred Covell, bis 
sister-in-law, who was found dead 
September 4, apparently the victim of 
ammonia gas fumes which she had 
been forced to inhale, but the actual. 
killing has been confessed by 16-year- 


‘old Alton Covell, stepson of the slain 


woman and nephew of Covell. 

The astrologer’s fiendish cunning, 
it is charged, led him to bring the 
nephew under a hypnotic control so 
strong as to force the latter to do his 
criminal bidding. Both now face 
charges of first degree murder. 

Reports to Uncle. 

The youth confessed that, obedient 
to his uncle's commands, which he 
claimed he was never able to with- 
stand, poured the ammonia on a rag 
and forced his step-mother to inhale it. 
Then, he says, he reported to the 
plotting, crippled uncle, as the latter 
lay on the bed where he had been con- 
fined for years, following an accident 
in which his back was brokeen. 

lt has been five weeks since the 
dead woman’s body was found. Sui- 


‘cide was first believed to be the cause 


of her death. Subsequent investiga- 
tion resulted in the arrest of her bus- 
band. Dr. Fred Covell, who was re- 
leased Friday, following the confes- 
sion of the boy. 

Luke S. May, Seattle criminologist, 
who conducted the investigation re- 
sulting in Arthur Covell’s arrest, re- 
vealed details of the man’s alleged 
scheming. 

Keeps Book of Plots. 

Such diabolical activities, depicted 
on a motion picture screen or detailed 
in a novel, would be scoffed at as 
impossible, but May claims to have 
records and charts, which Covell kept 
complete, to prove his solution of the 
mystery. 

Murder plots to cover years are 
said to have been worked out by the 
cripple as he lay on his back, reading 
the stars and taking his dictates from 
them. Everything was planned to the 
minutest detail, and every plan wis 
set out in one of the many books he 
kept, written in code, according to 
May, and a series of astrological sym- 
with which Covell had replaced 
the regular letters on his typewriter, 
were used in detailing the crimes and 
coding his plans.

NO DECREASE IS SEEN 


NV NEGRO MIGRATION 


According to figures given out at 
the state department of commerce and 
labor, on Friday, Georgia negroes are 
still migrating to the north, with no 
indication of a let-up in this move- 
ment. About 1,500 a week are ‘now 
leaving the state, says the*report. 

Approximately 200,000 colored 
ple left the state between Puly, 1522, 
and July, 1923, it was said. Agents of 
the department have been keeping a 
careful check on all outgoing trains 
and these figures are declared “‘very 
eonservative.” Lack of employment, 
with high wages offered in the north 
and east, are the chief causes assigned 
by the department for this condition, 
with the damage done by the boll 
weevil to Georgia’s agricultural situ- 
ation a large contributing factor. 

“The ultimate result of the negro 
farm laborer leaving the state will be 
a decided improvement in the farming 
conditions and life of the state,” one 
of the officials said, “after the farm-

The danger they 
will encounter will be during the next 
planting season, when the migration 
might hinder preparation of the crop.”

New York. ‘October 12.—(By The 
Associated Press.)}\—The skull an¢ 
jaws of a giganaic camel have been 


discovered by the Albert Thompson 
expedition in Nebraska, it was an- 
nounced today by Prof. W. O. Mat- 
thew, curator of the department of 
vertebrate paleontology of the Ameri- 
can Museum of Natural History. 

Mr. Thompson, who now is on *° 
way to New York after six months 
of excavation in the noted Snake 
creek fossil quarries of western Ne- 
braska, has shipped the museum 
eleven cases of fossil, whieh include 
the tooth of an ape, the skulls ar’ 
‘bones of three-toed horses, and speci- 
mens of other pre-historic vertebrates, 
including long extinct camels ar 
deer. 

“A very interesting ape tooth, the 
only one known to the new warld, 
was discovered,” said Prof. Matthew. 
“Mr. Thompson reports the discovery 
of a large series of the skull an‘ 
jaws of extinct animals. The best 
specimen was the skull and jaw-bones 
of a gigantic camel, much larger than 
the modern bactrian camel,” 

This is the sixth year the museum 
has worked in Nebraska quarries 
which have yielded thousands of bones 
belonging to 110 species of animals, 
most of which were believed to have 
existed only in pre-historic Europe 
and in Africa. 


Endowments Are Needed | 


By the State Universities, 
Says Secretary Hoover 


Chicago, October 2.—Demands 
upon state univeristies are such that 
the taxpayers canuot possibly keep 
pace with their necessities, according 
to Secretary of Commerce Herbert 
Hoover. This statement war made in 
a letter received by Presient Walter 
Dill Scott, of Northwestern universi- 
ty, from Mr. Hoover, in which the lat- 
ter contributed support to the cam- 
‘paigu, the university has undertaken 
in the interest of endowment and new 
building. 

“Endowed institutions, by their 
greater independence of action and 
their ability to undertake new avenues 
of learning, have an obligation to 
maintain standards of higher educa- 
tion,” said Mr. Hoover's letter. “I 
am glad to support your endowment 
drive. I am strongly impressed with 
the necessity for large support to our 
endowed universities in these times 
when demands upon state universities 
are such that the taxpayers cannot 
possibly keep pace with their necessi- 
ties. Noteonly does this throw un 
additional burden upon the endowed 
institutions, but these have an obliga- 
tion to maintain standards of higher 
educution.”

Savannah Sends 
English Rector 
Formal Protest 


Savannah, Ga., October 12.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-Having failed to obtain action 
from the governer of the atate and 
having been turned down by the state 
department at Washington in the mat- 


ter of effecting formal protests of city 
end local patriotic organizations. 
against opening the graves of the 
founder of the Georgia colony and his 
wife and the removal of their bones, 
Mayor Paul E. Seabrook. of Savan- 
nah, this afternoon sent the follow- 
ing cablegram direct to the rector of 
Cranham, England:

Mr. Upshaw telegraphed Governor 
Walker, of Georgia, that his telegram 
to the state department transmitting 
the Savannah protest could no. be 
considered an official request, “voie- 
ing the will of the people of Georgia,” 
“and that it came too late to war- 
rant this government in changing its 
position, We had planned a ,reat 
reception at Savannah in honor of 
our progressive port.” the telegram 
eaid, “but if Savannah does not wish 
this deferentia] recognition we will 
carry the body direct to Atlanta.” 

President Edgar Watkins, of the 
board of trustees of Oglethorpe uni- 
versity, at Atlanta, was advised of 
the position taken by the state de- 
partment in the controversy, and will 
join with other Georgians, Mr. Up- 
shaw stated, in seeing that the sug- 
gestion of the state department that 
a suitable memorial tablet is placed in 
the English church where the body 
was found, explaining why it was 
removed. 

“This action of the state depart- 
ment will result in the body of Lord 
Oglethorpe being taken from a grave 
of local obscurity which it required 
weeks to find.’

General Oglethorpe’s body has been 
found in a brick vault under the floor 
of the parish chureh of Cranham, 
England, where it was buried 13 
years ago. 

“Oglethorpe was only one, albeit the 
most prominent, of a group of trustees 
who founded Georgia,” Dr. Rand said 
today. “The Earl of Egmont, who 
acted as president of the trustees and 
kept their journal, had almost as 1m- 
portant a share as had Oglethorpe in 
the philanthropic undertaking. Ogle- 
thorpe’s activity differed mainly from 
that of the others inasmuch as he 
was the representative of the enter- 
prise in America whereas the others 
supported it in England. All alike 
were Englishmen and Oglethorpe sat 
in the British parliament for 32 years. 

“Moreover, after Oglethorpe return- 
ed from Georgia to England, he lived 
for 42 years at Cranham where he 
died ‘and was buried. Of the proposed | 
removal, therefore, the words of the 
inscription over Shakespeare’s tomb 
might justly be quoted:

STRAIN ON PRESIDENT 


Washington, October 12.—While 
public discussion continues as to why 
presidents break down under the strain 
of their duties, and as to means of re- 
lieving this strain, C. Bascom Slemp, 


secretary to President Coolidge, -has, 
after a munth in office, evolved one 
plan for saving the strength of his 
chief. 

Secretary Slemp has instituted a 
system whereby engagements for con- 
ferences with the president are lfim- 
ited to the forenoon, and the whole 
afternoon is reserved for use by the 
president in his study of reports and 
details of the problems before him, 
and occasional conferencts with cabi- 
net members. The system so far is 
said to have worked very well, and to 
leave the president much less fatigued 
at the end of the day than under the 
old system whereby engagements fre- 
quently were scattered through the 
afternoon, 

President. Coolidge’s daily working 
schedule, which now, after two months 
in the white house has become rou- 
tine; starts at 8:30 o’clock when he 
arrives at his office. He first goes 
over his mail and morning papers, 
and answering as much of his mail &s 
possible before the first callers having 
scheduled engagements arrive about 
10 o'clock. From that time on until 
12::30 o'clock, the president's time is 
taken up with ten to fiftteen-minnte 
appointemnts, and it* has heen ob- 
served that rarely does he allow him- 
self to get behind his schedule. 

The final half hour before Inunch- 
eon at 1 o'clock is taken up with the 
reception of delegations and the hun- 
dreds of individuals who call daily 
mereiy tu shake hands with the presi- 
dent and pay their respects. About 
three-quarters of an hour are taken 
for funch, and generally by 2 o'clock 
the president is back at his desk for 
a qniet afternoon of study, sometimes 
never broken into at all until he 
leaves the executive offices shortly 
before 6 o’clock.
